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HISTORY OF 
TOWN AND VILLAGE OF PROCTOR 



On June 28, 1966 the Village of Proctor merged with the 
Town of Proctor and became one unit of government, The Town 
of Proctor, Vermont. 

The Village of Proctor was inicorporated as a Village by an 
Act of the Vermont Legislature approved November 25, 1884. At 
that time Proctor was a part of the Towns of Rutland and 
Pittsford and used the name "Sutlierland Falls." The first 
meeting of the Village was called on Tuesday, December 30, 1884. 
At this meeting Mr. Eedfield Proctor was elected Moderator to 
conduct the meeting. Officers elected to serve until the first 
Annual Election set for April 28, 1885 were: President, Redfield 
Proctor; Clerk, F. S. Warner,* Treasurer, H. E. Spencer. first 
annual report printed was for the year ending March 27, 1888. 

The Town of Proctor was incorporated November 18, 1886 

and the fir.st Town Meeting was held March 1, 1887. At that 
meeting Senator Proctor was elected Moderator and F. C. 
Partridge, Town Clerk. Other officers elected at that time were: 
Senator Proctor, Tom Capron and Mike O'Rourke as Selectmen; 
H. E. Spencer, Treasurer; John McDevitt, First Constable; 
Steve Mead, Second Constable; Nahum Johnson, Ed. Gennett 
and Bert Fiske as Listers.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT— 1966 

Perhaps the most significant event of 1966 was the mei'ger of 
the Village and Town of Proctor into one unit of government. 
This consolidation was finalized on June 28, 1966 and on that date 
the Village of Proctor ceased to exist and the Town of Proctor 
became the sole government entity for our town. 

We are hopeful that this, the first report of the consohdated 
Town of Proctor, will continue to be prepared and printed for 
many years to come. While we regret tiie loss of the services of 
the former officers of the Village, namely the President and 
Trustees, we are confident that this unification will result in 
better, more efficient and more economical government to the 
residents of the town. Our sincere thanks go to the fomer 
Village officers who served so long and faithfully to make Proctor 
a better and more attractive place to live. 

Because of the merger, a special audit of the accounts of the 
Town, Village and Schools was conducted by Mr. Howard S. 
Rosen, Certified Public Accountant, of Rutland, Vermont. 
Results of this audit were incorporated in a "Special Report" 
mailed to all residents in the Town of Proctor during February 
1967. The total indebtedness shows bonds and interest payable 
amounting to $416,055.25 which represents our investment in the 
schools and water and sewer departments. This investment 
seems reasonable considering the superior services and facilities 
offered to the community by these departments. 

A special Town meeting was called on December 7, 1966 to 
obtain voter approval for a professional appraisal of all real estate 
and personal property in Proctor. Such a reappraisal was 
approved by the voters and arrangements were concluded to 
provide profesaonal assistance from the state tax department. 
The reappraisal is scheduled to start promptly after the first of 
the year. Our ToAvn lister, Mr. R. Barry, has agreed to work with 
the state representatives in order that the new system, once set up, 
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can be properly continued by the local listers in the future. It is 

anticipated that this reappraisal will result in fair and equitable 
current evaluation for all concerned. 

We wish to record our tlianks and appieciation for help 
received from Proctor residents, Town employees and State 
Officials during the active and sometimes hectic year of 1966. 
Our particular appj-eciation to Bruno Baccei, Town Clerk, who 
has spent many extra hours in developing the financial informa- 
tion incorporated in this report. Hs efforts have resulted in a 
more meaningful and readable format for this most important 
report to the residents of the Town of Proctor. Also, a special 
word of appreciation to Mr. Leonard Noren, who retired from the 
Highway Department after 42 years of faithful service. Our 
b^t wishes go to Mr. Noren in his retirement. 

Your Selectmen consider it imperative that consideration be 
given to the possibility of a Town JVIanager system for the 
efficient administration of Town affairs and services. With this 
in mind, a study committee for this purpose was formed during 
early 1967 and it is hoped that a preliminary report may soon be 
available. 

The Selectmen continue to hold scheduled meetings each 
Monday evening at G :30 P.M. and we urge all residents to present 
problems and suggestions at such regular meetings if possible.

HIGHWAY REPORT— 1966 



The year 1966 held much in store for the Highway Depart- 
ment as many obstacles were overcome. 

Our appointed road commissioner, Mr. LeRoy Kimfcall, was 

taien ill in the early part of February, coming back to -work for 
the spring work and later on jetiring. 

Our deepest sympathy goes to his family as LeRoy passed 
away in December. 

For work projects this year on State Aid Hightra,yg we 

continued where we left off by the Castle in 1965 going north for 
.10 mile. The grades were lowered or raised in sections, exca- 
vated, rebased with 36" bank run gravel and sand, installed 
culverts, constructed 26 foot roadway with ditches, treated road 
with pea stone and asphalt. 

During the removal of the base we found less than six inches 
of gravel with the remaining being clay. This type of clay being a 
gelatin type, had to be removed lower than anticipated with a 
good deal of sand being used to smother out this type of action. 

This year we expect to continue our project north to the 
Terry Allen house. This project will consist mainly of a 
filling operation along with the laying of culvert pipe. 

Re treatment on State Aid roads consisted of #1. 1.65 miles 
patch and sealed with grits and asphalt, #2. .80 mile gradei" 
mixed with pea stone and asphalt, #3. .15 mile leveled and 
paved with 3/8" hot mix overlay. 

In brief, total cost of projects were as follows. 

A. Construction: cost of project $5,653.92 with the State 
contributing $4,744.86, leaving a balance of $9€9.07 for 

the Town. 

B. Retreatment: cost of project $4,069.30 with the State 
contributing $2,706.20, leaving a balance of 911,353.10 
for the Town. 
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Town Highway work consisted of one major project on tlie 
Beaver Pond Eoad where .07 mile of road was excavated, rebased 
with 30" bank run sand and gravel, shaped ditches, installed 
culverts, constructed 24 foot roadway and ti-eated with pea stone 
and asphalt. 

Resurface work consisted of: 

A. Charles Street: .04 mile leveled and paved with 3/8" 
hot mix. 

B. Charles Street: .20 mile leveled and paved with 3/8" 
hot mix. 

C. Bluff Street: .10 mile leveled and paved with 3/8'' 
hot mix. 

In brief, cost for Town Highways was as follows: 

1. Beaver Pond Road $2,087.82 

2. Remaining Streets $1,070.18 

Total cost $3,158.00 less the State contributing $2,753.10, 
leaving the cost to the Town, $404.90. 

The Gorham Bridge Road, a special project, started during 
the latter part of August? being completed with asphalt on 
October 8th. 

Again we found that very little gravel or a base being 
present. Most of the sections from Klebeck's Store, north to the 
Warner House had to be excavated. One area, near the Warner 
House, had to be drilled and blasted due to a pocket created by 
ledge. Tills was the main reason why the road broke up during 
the winter and spring months. 

In general, the road consisted of excavation, rebase with 
30" bank run sand and gravel, shape ditches, instell culverts, 
construct 24 foot roadway and treat with pea Stone and asphalt. 

Material excavated from this area was used as fill along the 
roadway north of the Warner House where steep embankments 
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ocurr«d. This road will be finished this year as stated in our 
report for 1965, consisting generally of bringing in material. The 
cost of this project so far has been $7,004.65. 

Although we find many areas in need of work on our Town 
Highway, we feel that our present plans indicate a dire need for 
immediate attention on Garden, Newton, Mm, Pajk and Chatter- 
ton Park Streets. It is hoped that these areas will receive 
attention during 1967. 

It has been stated by some of oui' Townspeople that it takes 
the men a lot longer to open our roads £^ter a storm than it did 
years ago or it seems that our streets aren't sanded quick enough 

Let us compare briefly the "Good Old Days" with today by 
you, yourself, answering a few questions. 

1. How many cars were on the highways then? Today? 

2. How many cars were equipped with chains then? Today? 

3. How many people walked to their destination then? 
Today? 

4. Has not today's way of life changed man's attitude 
toward fellow man? 

We have new men on our Highway Department and it does 
take time for them to learn the operational habits of the town. 
Their efficiency will increase as time goes on. 

Our appreciation is extended to our Highway Department for 

an excellent job well done, to the landowner where new construc- 
tion has been done with their co-operation, to Mr. John Durkee 
and his staff for then' endless help in making this yeai* a success. 
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WELFARE KEPORT— 1966 



Again, the welfare needs of our residents Imve been mostly 
taken care of by available State Social Welfare Aid and local gifts. 

Government Surplus Commodities were supplied to famiKes 
meeting the required status. Extra commodities were supplied 
during the time of the strike. 

Upon a complete evaluation of the Commodity program, it 
was decided to discontinue the program as of July 1, 1966. 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to the Welfare 
Officials ui Montpelier an<i JRutlaud and to the people of Pi-octor 
for their helpful and courteous assistance. 

At the Annual Town meeting held on March 1, 1966, voters 
approved the sale of two of the four owned town houses. In July 
one of the houses was gutted by fire and damage Was such that the 
belectmeii felt that this house should also be sold. Bids were 
advertised on the sale of houses to the highest bidder. 

Mr. Stanley Jones was high bidder and his bid of $15,015 00 
was accepted. 

The Town of Proctor received «3,760.00 for &e damage. 

It is the desu-e of the Welfare Officials and the Selectmen 
that voters approve the sale of the fourth and final house at the 
annual meeting on March 7, 19(37,

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WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT 



The most important developments during the year in this 

department were as follows: 

#1. Erection of a new building, foundatioa and new 
screens at the Intake section of our Water Supply. 

#2. Because of low water pressure in the Chattertou Park 
area it was decided to extend the water hne to the Water Tank 
on Olympus Road. This project was started late in 1966 and 
-wall be completed in early 1967. This construction is under the 
supervision of Raymond Maloney assisted by the Highway 
Department crew. 

#3. Replace the 1963 Pick-up truck with a 1967 4-wheel 
drive 1/2 ton truck with a plow. This truck will be also utilized 
to assist in snow plowing. 

These items of expense will be paid for by money receive^ 
from the sale of Timber in the Chittenden Water Shed. 

Final payment of the Timber Sale Contract was received in 
December and this money is deposited in a special Savings 
Account. An amount of .110,536.74 was transferred to the Water 
and Sewer account to cover the Timber Sale Legal Expense 
and a portion of the Intake repahs. 

The Water and Se\'i'er Department and Sewage Plant oper- 
ated within its budgeted allovmnce, and the Filter I^lant, Sewage 
Plant, Well and Sewer Lmes operated without any serious 
maintenance problems. 

My sincere thanks to Ray Maloney for his serious interest in 
tlie operation of this department and for the many extra hours he 
spends to keep our Water and Sewer flowing withovit serious 
iuterruption of services.

■ This sale on approximately 500 acres of the Proctor water- 
shed was made under approved watershed management practices 
to provide a regulated harvest of timber products and to protect 
and insure a maximum sustaiaed yield of usable water.

During 1966, six acres of timber stand improvement work 

was marked and completed under the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Program. This worls. consisting of girdling cull 
softwood and hardwood trees in a White Pine plantation to release 
the better formed trees. 

A total of 700 cords consisting of low value hardwood trees 
was marked and sold during 1966. To date, a total of 64 cords 
have been cut for a stumpage return of $64,00. Cutting in thda 
area will resume after the first of the new year. Tliis cutting 
operation is designed as a stand improvement measure to i-emove 
cull and low value hardwoods to release more valuable softwood 
and hardwood species. 

The marking and supervision for activities on both forests is 
being administered by the Vermont Department of Forests and 
Parks under its Municipal Forest Program.

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REPORT OF COOPERATtVE 
WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL WORK--1966 
TOWN OF PROCTOR, VERMONT 

The 1150.60 appropriation made available by the Town of 
Proctor for cooperative white pine blister rust control work in 
1966 was matched by State and Federal monies and used to 

protect white pine of prospective commercial value in tiie 
township from a tree disease which infects and iiltimateiy kills it. 

As there is no cure for the disease, the prevention of new 
infection is the most feasible approach to control. The elimina- 
tion of currant and gooseberry bushes, the alternate host of the 
disease, Avithin several hundred feet of wliite pine stands effec- 
tively breaks the life cycle of the blister rust fungus so new infec- 
tion cannot occur. 

Following preliminary surveys and mapping of all ^vhite pine 
in the Township by State Forest Pest Control Agents, town funds 
"were used to hire labor to search for and destroy all cuirants and 
gooseberries within infecting distance of all white pine stands 
considered to be of sufficient value to justify the cost of control 
work. 

A summary of the work accomplished in the town this past 
work season follows: 

Acres of white pine protected 414 
Acres of control area worked to protect pine 787 
Number of currants and gooseberries destroyed 1,241 
Town expenditures for labor $108.00 
State and Federal expenditures (for survey, 
mapping, labor, transportation and supei'- 
vision) $101.20 



Total Cost of Control $299 . 20 

All white pine stands of prospective commercial value in the 
Township have hereby been protected from white pine hiister rust 
infection for a period of approximately 10 years, at which time a 
reevaluation will be made b}'^ the State and recommendations for 
further work will be made to the Town. 

We should like to take this opportunity to express our 
appreciation for the interest and fine cooperation of the Officers 
and Townspeople of Proctor in supporting tliis program designed 
to protect a valuable segment of Vermont's timber resources. 
We are confident that future dividends from this work will benefit 
the individual taxpayer, the Township and the State.

TREE WARDEN'S REPORT— 1966 

There was a marked improvement of the tree situation this 

past year. The tree removal was one third less than in the 
previous year and I am pleased to say, the number of elms that 
had to be removed because of the Dutch Elm Disease was seven, 
as compared with thirteen the previous year. The pruning 
program will be accelerated this year to prevent disease and decay 
from setting in. Mosquito spraying will continue this year, with 
two applications, for more comfort to the taxpayer. Spraying the 
Town Dump with Chem-Germ and insecticides improved the 
situation in that area tremendously. 

Plans are being formulated and trees have been suggested for 
a planting program. Some of the suggested trees recommended 
are — Sugar Maple, Shade Master Locust, Pine Oaks, Red Oaks, 
Species of Flowering Crabs, and Mountain Ash. 

I look for a further increase to the better condition of our 
trees, and less tree removal of trees in the future. 

Cooperation of town officials and the general public has 
been exceptional, for which I am very grateful, and do want to 
express my thanks for this.

Each year we find more and more medical aid available to 
the residents of Vermont. The appended summary itenoizes the 
various services received by our town's people. 

In general, Proctor enjoyed better than average healtih during 

tke year 1966. Early in the winter, coughs and colds were quite 
prevalent, but not unlike other years. It seems tha.t these 
out-breaks are seasonal but not dangerous. 

The predicted epidemic of influenza did not materialize, 

whether we can thank the "Flu Shots" or just good, fortune 

doesn't matter, only the results count. 

Early last summer a small epidemic of nieasles struck 
Rutland. There were relatively few cases reported in Proctor. 

This was not just happen-stance, but a direct result of inamuniza- 

tion programs followed in our schools. 

There is nothing else that requires spe<yal mention. Our 
water supply is adequate and good. The filtration plant works 
without a hitch. We have an approved method for garbage 
disposal. The people of Proctor enjoy better than average 
health, living in a better than average town. God is good.

This thirty-first in the seiies of annual reports submitted to 
the people of Proctor presents tabulations for the calendar year 
1966. In the Department of Social Welfare's program of assist- 
ance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and 
physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in 
Nursing Home Care, are assessed against the town of settlement 
of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by 
yow commutiity during the past year for each of these types of 
care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care $612.75 
Hospitalization Services $126.26 
Physician Services $34.50 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 

the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local 
and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community 
for the former amounted to $157.26 and for the latter $64.23 for 
the year just closed. 

Dui ing 1966 assistance vma granted to 12 residents in your 

community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled pro- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services, Medical Aid for the Aged, and Medical 
Assistance. While no town-by-town records are compiled for 
these categories, their benefits were available to all qualified 
residents.

OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 

WHO CARES? 

Much of the Madison Avenue advertising copy which we 
see today in all of the news media apparently is based on a new 
"pitch", that of really caring for the customer. We read that 
"A & P really cares", and Avis "Tries Harder". But upon 
reflection we may wonder just how honest these commercial 
protestations of care are, and there is the suspicion that just like 
Plymouth they all are "Out to win you over this year!" But 
the theme of "Who C^res?" is a valid one and perhaps we should 
apply it to ourselves as we give serious consideration to the 
business before us. Do we care, and if so, how much do we care 
about the training and education of our children here in Proctor, 
Vermont? With this query in mind, let us review the past year 
and ponder what the future may hold. 

In last year's report we outlined a philosophy for education 
in our Proctor School system. The goal set was "Opportunity". 
The standard defined was "Excellence". And tlie course to 
follow was named "Determination". The Board not being 
infallible, we must admit that full opportunity has not yet been 
achieved; that in too naany areas the standard of excellence has 
not been met; and further, that in the welter of changes, pressures, 
decisions and demands it might appear at times that confusion 
more than determination has been the course we follow. How- 
ever, the members of the Board have devoted in some cases in 
excess of 200 hours to school affairs during the past year, and 
this time, effort and thought have not all been wasted or ineffec- 
tive. Progress has been made. 

Joint use of federal fund allocations with Rutland Town and 
West Rutland provided an opportunity for about twenty-five 
of our youngsters to attend special cla sses during the past summer. 
Increased opportunities for development of knowledge and skills 
in the Music and Industrial Arts Department of the High School 
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n.ust be noted. New methods of ^f'^^^''''''^^,^^^^ 
elementary level have been instituted. ^Arary facoliti^^^^ 
materials in both schools have been ^-<^'l^f-J''l'^^^^^^ 
are now furnished to the high school students^ Audio-visual 

:"uipment and materials for more elective te-hmg ^^Xe^^^^ 
made available. Major maintenance work has been done a 
both plants. This is but a very brief and incomplete account o 
acL taken during the past year to better the educational 
opportunities for our children. 

The contributions of the community to this must be 
acknowledged. The PTA, the Music Boosters Club, the Phantom 
Boos "^^^^^^^^^^^^ individuals all have helped to 
school, better. Special mention must be made f l^^f^'l 
several pieces of fine woodworking shop equipment to the High 
School shop by Mr. Frank Olney. The band uniforms wrll add so 
n^ueh to the appearance of this group and add to ^ts -^^^^ 
pride The athletic teams do appreciate the jackets ^^^f 
dp-nt given for their use. These and s-^-^f^^ 
valuable indications of commumty support and mterest. 

The reports from our principals and superintendent printed 
here outline in detail what is occurring in our f hools and s ome^ 
thing of what is in the future for us The single coium^ thread 
which runs through all three is the emphasis on CHANGE^ 
Thange in ideas, change in methods, change in Proced~d 
organization, inevitable change. This is a phenomenon v^hxch 
Tof us must accept, painfull .s it may be. But , th. J^^^^^^ 
necessarily be for the sake of change alone. Such shoald De 
resTsted Ho vever, wise innovations, new ideas, approaches and 
trchliques improved procedures and methods which do lead to 
grea'r opi^ortLity for all must be eneoura|ed and nought; and 
wheB founS, must be tested ; when tested and found worthr. then 
shaped to fit our needs and put to use. 

The present and coming years hold much in store for our 
schools which we can not foresee at this time, .^ut we c^n look 
ahead a short way and see that ETY will be available for Vermont 
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schools next October. Thus we must begin furnishing television 
equipment and facilities to take advantage of this opportunity. 
State minimum standards for high schools go into effect July 1, 
1967, and for elementary schools a few years later. To meet 
these requirements we will need to provide bi^lth services, 
increased library facilities, reduced -teacher loads in some instances, 
and make many other improvements. Major maintenance work 
must be continued at the elementary school to keep the building 
safe and in good condition. The severe drainage problem at the 
grade school campus too long haS been neglected, and much 
grounds and site improvement woi-k needs to be done. 

Observant readers of the newspapers have noted stories on 
the many studies now going on witli regard to the matter of school 
district reorganization. These studies were ordered by act of the 
1966 Legislature and offer an opportunity for local school officials 
to propose plans for determining reorganized school districts. 
Proctor presently is working with. Pittsford, Brandon, Sudbury, 
Whiting, Goshen and Leicester to learn whether a district made 
up of these towns might form an edueational unit which could 
better serve the school needs of the children in these communities. 
Your Board members will be working diligently with this study 
group to determine just what may be best in the long run for 
Proctor children. A major decision on this matter may need to 
be made within a year. 

To assist it in gathering of facts and in making detailed 
technical studies of our local schools — buildings, programs, 
curricula, staffing — your Board has contracted with Educational 
Consultants, Inc., of Brandon, Vt. Mr. Martin Harris, of this 
firm, will be working closely with us on this project for several 
months and will then prepare and publish a report of his findings 
with recommendations. After studying this report the Board 
should be in a stronger position to make wise decisions and 
recommendations to the town on the future of Proctor's educa- 
tional program. 

To operate the schools on the regular day-to-day basis, as 
well as to make advance preparations for programs, activity and 
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services which will be needed tomorrow, requires l^^^p sums of 
money The budget this year approaches a total of 3t40U,UUU, 
truly a monstrous sum for such a small community. But because 
of our past efforts tax wise, and in the expectation of continued 
local support, we are anticipating state and federal aid funds 
approachii^ $83,000, or more. The Redfield and Mary Proctor 
Trust Funds will pi-ovide significant amounts of money to support 
special programs and projects for the improvement of mstruction 
■ in our schools. Yet the major source of funds for your schoote 
must be the loeal tax payer. On his continued generous support 
we depend. 

One of the teachers in our schools rece^ntly made the state- 
ment, "Nothing shakes me more than to hear one of our students 
use the expression, 'I couldn't care less!', or, 'Who cares? . 1 ieel 
that I must immediately stop what I am domg and try to guide a 
change of attitude on his part. Too much of our world today 
reflects the dominance of this attitude of 'I don't care ! . 

How fortunate we are to have such teachers who do care- 
The condition of our buildings and grounds show the real care oi 
our wonderful custodians, Almo Bug^anni and Jim Candon. Our 
principals and superintendent work the extreme long houi-s and 
days of people who care. The past performance of this community 
in its support of education for its children is an ejcample ot 
responsible care. And your Board of School Directors wiU 
continue to care by rededicating itself to the challenging tasks 
before it and by reaffii-ming —

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 



WHAT IF ... ? 
(Reading Time: 9 min., 32 sec.) 

What if . . . you were to believe, as H. G. Wells has written, 
that "Human history becomes more and more a race between 
education and catastrophe?" 

What if . . . you were to accept in thought and action 
Charles Kettering's remark with which we closed last year's 
report to the voters, "I am comnoitted to the development of the 
future; I shall live the rest of my life in it?" 

What if . . . you were to be caught up by the excitement of 
this, statement by a Mr. Charles E. Silverman, "It is abeady 
clear that we have barely scratched the surface of man's abihty 
to learn, and there is reason to think that we may be on the 
verge of a sizeable jump in learning and in man's creative use of 
intellect?" 

What if . . . you were to inaagine the following: it is 1982, 
(only 15 years away 0 and you, along with other Proctor residents^ 
have been asked to serve as citizen members of a school building 
committee, along with members of the school board and super- 
intendent. You have accepted, and have visited two schools, one 
new, one four years old— built in 1978. 

"Mr. Smith, you have been principal of both schools, is that 
correct?" 

"Yes, it is." 

"What do you find to be the major differences between the 
buildings? In other words, what has happened within the four 
years Avhich makes a significant difference in the facilities, as far 
as the educational process is concerned?" 

"The major item I think is that we are much better able to 
identify and respond to the needs of each pupil as an individual. 
That helps our slower students especially. Less and less teaching 
is being done by the lecture method, which aims, generally, at the 
middle pupil ^Yithin any particular group. In other words, in a 
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group of very good students, one does not speak either to the most 
gifted student in that group nor to the one who has the greatest 

difficulty keeping up, but to the student more or less in the 
middle range. With our intricate computer set ups, which the 
earlier school did not have, we are able to tailor ea,ch day's 
program to every student. 

"Now, here is a tenth grade home room. You will notice 
that we have about 100 students in this room at the present time. 
When each of them arrived this morning he found on his desk a 
punched card similar to the- one I am holding. Every student 
may begin his day when he ariives, as many do, or he may visit 
with his classmates for a short period of time before the official 
starting time. In either case, he inserts his card in the side of his 
desk where you see them now. The punched card then is "read" 
by a scanner built into the desk and the particular program for 
him, which the teacher has prepared specially or has selected as 
snitable from those; in oiu- audio- visual stoi-e house, is fed elec- 
tronically into his desk. The course, whether it is English or 
mathematics or social studies, will appear in the grid under the 
flat plastic sxirface of the desk top. The student is asked questions 
and makes responses which are reviewed inamediately by the 
computer. Thus he knows promptly whether he has succeeded 
in the operation, whether it be to name the parts of speech or to 
do a mathematical problem or to give historical information. 
If he has given an incorrect answer, he will be told in which areas 
his errors arc ajid will be required to make the correct response 
before the lesson will advance to the next units. 

"We did not have this advantage in our previous school, even 
though four years ago some of the big companies such as IBM and 
General Electric were advertising that it was possible. JNeverthe- 
less, the community then would not accept this big a jximp from 
the video-taped pjograms, recordings, films and filmstrips and 
other instructional aids we provided in large numbers for all 
depai'tments. The recent development of the mini-computer has 
made possible tlic installation of banks of these within the school 
with a tremendous capacity, so that our 1,000 students may be 
programmed individually throughout the day." 
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"What does the teacher do in a school like this, Mr. Smith?" 

you ask. 

"The teacher is more important than he has ever been before. 
In this ai-rangement he, along with other teachers, as you see in 
this room, are continually moving among the students. The 
students in the nearest two rows ai-e all doing their English 
assignments and the instructor is an English teacher reviewing 
the progress of each pupil. There is a small window on each desk 
which records with red and green lights the number of correct and 
incorrect responses the student has made in his progi'am and it is 
therefore possible for the teacher, at a glance, to determine 
whether or not the pupil is having too much difficulty or an 
insufficient challenge with the material which has been pro- 
grammed for him. 

"Every pupil has a 20 minute interview with every teacher 
each 7 or 8 days, depending upon the number of subjects the 
student is taking. In this way, the two of them go over the 
planning and the progress together and set goals together. It is 
easy for both teacher and pupil then to see that basic skills are 
mastered and, at the same time, that enriching material of 
particular interest to this student is programmed into the work." 

"But how is that possible?" you ask. 

"It is possible because we have found that by individualizmg 
instruction in this way, we add excitement to every pupil's 
educational goal and we add a great deal to his accomplishment. 
Only 10 to 15 years ago we had little idea that the human mind 
not only could but was anxious to absorb so much information. 
With students working closely with their teachers, both receive 
the enrichment of personal contact that means so much to each. 

"These meetings are all taped and the tapes are fed into a 
computer. The information on each student is assembled and 
computer analyzed and a summary sent to the guidance depart- 
ment. With this close and complete communication we find that 
much of the plaiming for future years is more fully developed. 
The accumulative records which we keep indicate quite clearly 
the particular strengths and interests of individuals and, as they 
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come along, we are then able to program them for application 
to the occupations, schools or colleges for which they are suited. 

"But time is getting short and the students will soon be 
dismissed for the day. I would particularly hke you to see our 
language and social studies areas. This is the language room over 
here. Notice the youngsters sitting at the desks with phones. 
They are using the successor to the Early Bird Satellite and liave 
telephone-pals in France, rather than pen pals. Frequently each 
pupil converses directly with his counterpart in France. The 
French youngster is given assistance by our students m the 
learning of English and they in turn give assistance to our pupils 
in the mastering of French. Each week a cei-tain percentage of 
the pupils are also able to see the student abroad by meaiM of 
the 'SEE 'N 'PHONE' feature. We expect within another 5 or 6 
yeai-s that there will be suflacient channels so that all students 
will be seeing each other as they speak. This should also help in 
the language aspect in that a pupil can watch the way sounds are 
made by the native speaker in his own tongue. 

"Here in our social studies room we have just participated 
in the 'Nationwide Interview Network.' Each week a national 
figure is intemewed by a high school student group. This, similar 
to the language setup, enables students to see and be seen in the 
interview process. Next week the pupils of this school will be 
personally interviewing President Hloff. The topic_ will be 
'Impending Decentralization of Federal Functions,' which you'll 
recall was such an issue in the presidential campaign two years 
ago. In preparation for that nationwide intei-view, they have 
been holding 'SEE 'N 'PHONE' interviews with authorities on 
the subject and have been doing extensive reading in the library. 

"We would like you to see our gymnasium and exercise 
rooms, where pupils go at regular intervals, sometimes more than 
once a day. We find that with much more efficiency in teaching 
pupils at their own levels, we can shorten the instructional 
interval from the usual 45 or 50 minutes of a few years ago to 
30 or 35 minutes, Avhich is much closer to the high, school age 
attention span. In addition, they learn more. This gives time 
for the personal interviews with the teachers and for breaks 
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every day for physical education either in the fitness program or, 
alteittately, in p'oup games;"' 

"Mr. Smith, what physical features do you appreciate most 
ill your building?" 

"Climate control and carpeting. We've learned in the last 
dozen years that carpeting reduces noise and that the reduction in 
noise tends to increase student attention to the matters at hand. 
From a maintenance point of view we find that present day carjiet 
fibers can shrug off almost all problems. If an area of the carpet 
does become stained it is no problem at all to cut out a section of 
the carpet and replace it with a new section. One can scarcely 
tell where this has been done for fibers also retain their color and 
resilience remarkably "svell. 

"The climaite control is wonderful. It was installed to protect 
the electronic equipment but fa-culty and students thrive in the 
atmosphere of controlled humidity and temperature. Colds and 
illnesses are greatly reduced. Productivit}' is up. The small 
window area reduces the load on the climate control system 
while the corridor picture windows keep ^s from feeling hemmed 
in." 

What if ... we interrupt this interview because, we must 
confess, space in the Town Report is running out. 

What if ... we summarize and quote again from the article 
"Technology is Knocking at fche Schoolhouse Door" by Mr. 
Silverman. 

"By taking over much — perhaps most — of the rote and drill 
that now occupy teachers' time, the new technological devices 
will free teachers to do the kinds of things only human begins can 
do, playing the role of stimulant in group discussions and spending 
far more time working with students individually or in small 
groups. In short, the teacher will become a diagnostician, tutor 
and Socratic leader rather than a drillmaster — the role he or she 
is usually forced to play today. 

"In the end, what education will demand will depend on 
what Americans, as a society, demand of it — which is to say, on 
the value we place on knowledge and its development. The 
potential seems clear enough. From the standpoint of what 
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people are already capable of learning, we are all 'culturally 
deprived'— and new knowledge about learning and new 
teaching technologies wUl expand our capacity to learn 
several times over. 'Gur chief want in life,' Emerson, wrote, 

'is someone who will make us do what we can'." 

Already pressures 'are being felt by teachers, prmcipals, 
superintendents. The "whole ball of wax" outlined above should 
come about in from ten to fifteen years. Does that frighten you? 
It surely does us! Especially when we reaUze that only about 
fifteen years ago the new Junior-Senior High School was carefully, 
thoughtfully planned and seemed to give promise of being all that 
a small high school should be. Yet today it is dated; it has 
shortcomings; and the changes of the next ten years will far 
outstrip those of the past decade. 

What if . . . you, as a 1982 Building Committee member, 
were to plan for tomorrow, today? 

What if . . . vou could read the advertisement we did tbe 
other day, showing the classroom we described, already built, 
equipped almost as we pictured it? In building schools could we 
say, as someone did about building a life: "People don't plan to 
fail; they simply fail to plan?" 

What if . . . today's decisions depended upon your recom- 
mendations? , 
Are we in Proctor preparing for this type of change, this tidal 
wave of innovation that can and should identify, challenge 
release and train the very best within the new crop of students 
The time is now to seek to streamline our present educational 
services and to broaden and coordinate them to sei-ve better those 
students we have too long neglected. 

Will the townspeople of Proctor encourage us to be ready, 
for the sake of their children and their children's children? Or 
will you hold back because you cannot believe education should— 
and will-surely enter its own era of technology, similar to the 
space-world of missiles, satellites and moon-trips? 

It's "VOTEPJS CHOICE." The writer suggests you take 
courage in hand equal to that of those fellow citizens, the school 
board members, who must face these approaching realities. They

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THE PROCTOR HIGH SCHOOL'S 
PRINCIPAL'S REPORT TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE 

Pi'octor High School opened September 6, 1966 -with an 
enrollment of 230 students in grades 7-12. The student enrollment 
. figure represents a 9% decrease over the opening enrollment of 
the previous year. This decrease is closely related to the number 
of families with children of high school age that moved away from 
Proctor during the summer of 1966. The enrollment figure will 
go up again next year and the years to follow as larger elementary 
classes move on to the High School. 

A new High School schedule was developed during the Spring 
and Summer of 1966 with the view iu mind of making more 
effective use of class time and allowing us to take a major step 
toward meeting the state's minimum time standards by Septem- 
ber 1967. The schedule provides a time framework tiiat allows 
for a variety of classroom situations to be completed within a 
class session and provides an effective time each day for teacher- 
pupil conferences, make-up work, and special help. 

The areas of major emphasis and concern that I wish to 
call to your attention in this report are two: Minimum Stand- 
ards and Evaluation. 

A. Minimum Standards — The minimum standards, as adopted 

by the State Board of Education in 1964, go into effect in Septem- 
ber 1967. Proctor High School will be able to meet most of these 
standards by September 1967 providing we take the following 
steps immediately: 

1) We need to increase the size of our high, school 
staff. We presently have members of the staff who have no free 

periods during the week, to plan, to prepare lessons, to observe 
fellow colleagues, or to do any professional reading. The mini- 
mum standai-ds require every teacher to have no more than 
five class periods per day and to have at least one free period per 
day for preparation. The addition of extra personnel will help us 
meet this minimum staff requirement. It will also help to lighten 
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what appears to be an excessive teaching and activity load now 
performed by a conscientious but exhausted faculty. 

2) Library Facilities — We are very proud of the excellent 
progress we have made in developing our school library during 
the past three years. In number of volumes, variety of subscrip- 
tions to newspapers and magazines, we meet minimum require- 
ments now. Space is our biggest limitation and concern at the 
moment. We presently have 60O square feet. We need as a 
minimum requirement at least lOOO square feet. We can seat 
25 students comfortably. To meet minimum requirements we 
should be able to seat between 35 and 40 pupils. There is no 
potential expansion space available. No plant expansion is 
"on the drawing board" until completion of redistricting studies 
and subsequent area trends become clearer. We need to install 
a librarian worki-oom equipped with running water, a sink, and 
workspace provided for cataloguing and repairing books. We 
need to provide this area. Itteo with equipment and facilities 
necessary to view, edit, and repair audio-visual instructional 
materials. We will not meet minimum standards until this 
is accomplished. Educational television will soon be a reality 
within this state. With these tho-ughts in mind the audio-visual 
repair and instructional materials area within the library complex 
ought to be planned spacious enough to allow for expansion for 
E. T. V. equipment when and if the Pi'octor school system chooses 
to utilize it. 

Other areas that deal with minimum secondary requirements 
are as follows: High School program of studies, Plant facili- 
ties and Equipment, Related services, and Administration 
and supervisory provisions. We should be able to meet the 

minimal requirements for these areas for 1967. No one is able to 
predict what changes or what interpretations in regards to 
minimums will be fofth-eoming from the State Department of 
Education or what effect, if any, new standards or new interpre- 
tations would mean in relations to our ability to meet them. 
Speculation of this sort is not comdFbrtable for it raises questions 
that do not have answers at the moment. Minimum standards 
must be viewed in their proper perspective. They are the floor, 
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not the ceiling, upon which '■"'^ — b/o^rm^ ti" thl

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2) Program of Studies— The school shaU have a carefully 
planned program of studies and activities consistent with 
its stated philosophy and objectives. 

3) Guidance Service— The school shall have an organized 

and coordinated guidance service to aid students in 
meeting educational, vocational, health, moral, social, 
civic, and personal problems. 

4) The Library— The school shall have a library which is 
the center for resource material for every aspect of the 
school program. There shall be a professionally compe- 
tent staff, an adequate collection of books and periodicals, 
auditory and visual aids, and other resource material! 
Tliese facilities shall be effectively used in the edttcational 
programu 

5) The School Staff- The school shall have a professional 
staff, well-qualified in c;haracter, health, personality, and 
competent in various educational and related services. 
Staflf members should have a sympathetic understandmg 
of youth and a desire to continue professional grovsrth. 
The staff should be sufficient in number and should be 
adequately paid. It shall be a group motivated by high 
ideals, working together to attain the objectives of the 
school. The school shall have an adequate number of 
employees for non-professional services. 

6) Records— An adequate system of student records and of 
permanent files shall be safely maintained. These shall 
include the cumulative record of attendance, progress in 
school, and results of objective tests. Student schedule 
cards and a master schedule of each teacher shall be 
maintained. An adequate system of records of faculty 
and administration staff shall also be maintained. 

7) Administration— The Principal, although accountable 
to higher authorities, shall be the responsible head and 
professional leader of the school. He shall interpret to his 
superintendent, to his boai-d of education, and to his 
coBStitueney the place of the school in the life of the 
Community. The Board of Education shall be respon- 
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sible for the determination of policy, and for the approval 

of appointments and expenditures. Under no circum- 
stances shall the board perform the functions of edaca- 
tional administrators. 

8) Plant and Equipment —The plant and equipment shall 
be adequate for the progress of the school and shall be 
operated to assure the safety and health of the students, 
the faculty and non-professional staff. 

9) School and Ck)mmunity Relations— School and Com- 
munity relations are of such impoi-tance in the develop- 
ment of a good secondary school that an appropri.atc 
progi-am for promoting effective relations between sclxool 
and community shall be maintained and constantly 
improved. 

10) Financial Support — Financial support of the school 
shall be to sustain the educational program, includling 

activities, consistent with the philosophy and objectives 
of the school and with the standards of the New England 
Association for public secondary schools. 

11) School Atmosphere -The school shall have an appro- 
.priate intellectual atmosphere which indicates that an 
effective educational program prevails. 

Based upon the High School faculty's evaluation, the Visiting 
Committee, will through commendation and recommendation, 
assess our strengths and weaknesses and make their own recom- 
mendations. On the basis of the total evaluation and recom- 
mendations the New England Association of Colleges and 
^condary Schools will determine whether Proctor High Sclioul 
will be re-accredited. If we are re-accredited it could be for 
2 years, 5 years or a maximum of 10 years. 

May I conclude this report with some personal remarks. 
I am very pleased to welcome back, after a year's leave of absence 
for advanced graduate study, Mr. Norman Champine. The other 
new name to appear on our faculty roster this year is Mr. Clarence 
Ney's. Testimony to the interest, the concern, and the imagina- 
tion Mr. Ney has brought to oui* Industiial Arts program is 
everywhere to be seen in the Industrial Arts area.

THE PROCTOR ELEMENTARY SCHOOL'S 
PRINCIPAL'S REPORT TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE 

The enrollment of the Proctor Elementary School at the 
opening of this school year, September 6, 1966 was 292. This 
shows an increase over last year. We have fifty-four first graders. 

SinceiB appreciation is expresi^d for th^ fine cooperation in 
the early registration of first graders and the exceptional con- 
tribution to the Health Program. This facilitates the planning 
for the new school year and helps the State Department of 
Health. This registration and accompanying health program 
will take place again this year in the early spring. 

At the opening of school we welcomed two new members to 
our faculty. Miss Elizabeth Flint, teaching first grade, is a 
graduate of Framingham (Massachusetts) Teachers College with 
five years experience in Acton, Massachusetts. Mi^ Rosemary 
Pelkey, teaching sixth grade, is a graduate of Castleton State 
College with two years experience in Balston Spa, New York. 

With the opening of school on January 3, 1967 we welcomed 
Mrs. Lorraine Orvis to grade three to replace Miss Susan Limoges, 
who married. Mrs. Orvis is a graduate of Castleton State College. 

This year we also have Miss Stephanie Cramer for part-time 
Physical Education classes every other Wednesday. Mr. Thomas 
Lawson comes every Thursday and has Physical Education, with 
the fourth, fifth and sixth grade boys. 

This is a changing age in education. Every parent is 
interested in his child learning to read and improving his ability 
to read. We all know there are many new as well as traditional 
approaches to the teaching of reading. 

In Miss Flint's first grade this year we introduced the 
individualized approach to reading instruction. Miss Flint spent 
four weeks this summer with Doctor Doris Spencer at Johnson 
State College preparing for this program. It includes motivated 
reading of self-selected story books, a systematic phonics and 
skills program, paired practice in oral reading skill and much 
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writing for reinforcement of learning and creative expression. 
A teacher-pupil conference establishes a one-to-one relationship 
for instruction in which the pupil needs and progress may be 
assessed. Pupils receive both individual and group instruction on 
skills. Several techniques used in the individualized program \vill 
supplement and strengthen the basal approach in the other 
classes. 

Phonetic Keys to Reading wa.s the approach introduced in 

the other classes. This method is based on the assumption that 
the pupil should have a knowledge of the letters and their sounds 
before he is introduced to formal reading on pre-primer level. 
Also, he will learn to apply a few simple, yet functional phonetic 
principles. Thus, at the very outset the first grade pupil will be 
given a basis, a means of attacking words independently. 

The Phonetic Keys to Reading method can be described as a 
phonetic approach to the whole word; the child learns to blend 
the sounds of the letters smoothly and qnickly, pronouncing the 
sound of the whole word. Furthermore, the child is asked to use 
the word in a sentence right after sounding it so that the meaning 
can be established immediately. 

Since this program teaches all the other good reading skills in 
addition to phonics, pupils who learn to read by this method excel 
not only in reading independence but also in fluency. 

This year we find a new and challenging science program,in 
our Elementary School. We not only have the new books but we 
have a variety of materials for experiments. 

Each elementary teacher in every elementary buiiding in the 
State of Vermont has been involved in a self -study this fall. The 
statement of Guidelines for Self Study of Elementary Schools is in 
seven areas. Included are: Objectives, Curriculum, Instruc- 
tional Materials, Equipment, Administration and Super- 
vision, Buildings, and Services and Staffing. These self 
studies can assist educational development in Vermont a great 
deal. It is expected that sets of completed Guidelines for each 
building housing elementarj^ school children in the state will be 
submitted to the State Department of Education early in 1967. 
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In 1964 the State Board of Education adopted the minimum 
standards for the High Schools of Vermont which mto f ect in 
September 1067. Looking ahead we know that it will not be long 
before the elementary school must meet minimum standards and 
even greater goals. Educators agiee that the attainment of hese 
goa's is expected to require more time in certain ar-eas phis a 
greater financial outlay. 

Proctor is to be complimented on its school. We are proud 
Of o-ui- school but Proctor will need to take certain steps an the 
near future to meet certain of the minimum standards of the 
Elementary School. 

The following will give an idea of. some of the areas we need to 
develop to meet these minimum standards. 

1. Library Services . 
a In schools having 300 pupils there are library facilities 
■ within the school building with space to seat the 
largest class plus ten as a minimum with 30-35 square 
feet per pupil provided exclusive of office, workroom 
and storage space. There is a separate workroom with 
running water, electrical outlets, supply closets and 
shelving for books to be processed and mended, 
b. There is a full-time certified librarian who has part- 
time clerical help. 

2 A planned program of experiences in arts and crafts is 
required. The program is pertinent to the child s 
development and is explored through the use of many 
media. Provision is made for all children. Creativity is 

emphasized. , , 

a Sufficient art specialists are provided to allow weekly 
service to each class of at least 40 imuutes for the 
primary i-ooms and 60 minutes for other grades. 

3 Kindergarten • • • i a 
a The pubhc school system provides its initial educa- 
tional experiences at the kindergarten level. _ me 
kindergarten provides developmental experiences 
suited to the needs of five-year olds. 
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4. Curriculum and Special Teaching Services — Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services 

a. The services of a Sch ool Nurse are provided by one 
who meets certification standards which include 
health education promotion, consultive services, etc. 

b. Psychological services are performed by a certified 
school psychologist. 

c. An elementary Guidance Specialist well prepared to 
meet elementary education certification in guidance, 
counseling and adjust! ve techniques is available. 

d. A reading specialist works with the teachers in 
developmental,; corrective, and remedial heading. 

These are but some of the goals being studied for the future 
improvement of elementary education in Vermont. They are 
challenging and we hope to meet the challenge. 

In concluding, I wish to express sincere appreciation to our 
School Lunch Personnel, Mrs. Carmen Curtis and Mrs. Margaret 
Burns, from the students and faculty. 

On behalf of all the children and the members of the faculty 

I wish to sincerely thank our Superintendent, Geoffrey Graham, 
the members of the Prudential Committee, our custodian, 
Mr. James Candon, mr school secretary, Mm. Elsie Haley, all 
the parents and friends of our children for the staunch interest, 
for the fine cooperation, thoughtfulness and assistance so 
graciously given us during this past year.

This procedure is subject to closing the water valve at the 
Main Line.

TAX AIDS

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF TAXES 

"Instead of pajnng lip service to the ideals of local self- 
government, wny not get involved in the work to be done? It is 
one thing to be a chronic complainer about how things are run; 
but it's a horse of a different breed to be willing to assume the 
burdens and responsibilities that go with managing local 
government. 

"The financial retiu-ns are slim pickings. You will miss 
several of your favorite shows on tele^^ision. Your phone will 
ring at the most inopportune times. You will come home 'beat' 
from night meetings and flop into bed vowing to resign the next 
morning. 

"But after a while, you will come to realize where town 
money goes and why tax rates are to high. You will have the 
satisfaction of lending an ear to the hopes and fears of people 

who, before you took office, were only names. And on your way 
to work each morning you will see well-kept farms, trim homes, 
church steeples and rolling hills. A feehng of pride will come 
over you because it's 'your town' and you know you can't quit." 

To sum it all up, keeping "local control" is a thankless job. 
But it is one for which we are all responsible if we want to keep 
Vermont that way.

The legal voters in Tov/n Meeting of the Town of Proctor, Vermont, are hereby notified and 
warned to meet at the Town Hall in the Town of Proctor on Monday, the 6th day of March, 
A.D. 1967, at 7:00 P,M. to vote on the follo-wing matters, to wit: 

1. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers and Town School District. 

2. To see if the Tov/n will empower and niithorize the Selectmen to Appoint one or two 
road commissioners. 

3. To see if the Town wUI vote to appropriate money for the care and embellishment of the 
Riverside Cemetery, and if so, how much? 

4. To see if the Town under the provisions of Section 141 of Title 22 VS A will vote to contract 
with the Proctor Free Library to furnish books to inhabitants of the Town free and to appropriate 
money therefor. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the poll tax from $1.00 to $1.50. 

6. To see if the Town will appropriate §50.00 to the humane society out of funds received 

from dog hcenses. 

7. To see if the Town will authorize a sum not to exceed $3000.00 during the ensuing year 
for the support of the swimming pool and other recreational projects. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to spend on Town Highways not less than S50.00 per mile 
exclusive of winter maintenance, to qualify for receipt of town highways appropriations under 
Chapter 1 of Title 19 VgA. 

9. To see if the Town will vote specific amounts of the budget, for town e.xpenses, and 
direct the selectmen to set the tax mte to raise these specific amoimts after the grand list has 
been completed, as provided for in Section 717 of Title 24 V.S.A._ 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise tO pay CUrrSJlt 
e.xpenses, such state taxes as are required by law and the indebtediaess of the Town exclusive of 
sewerage plant operation, amortization of sewerage bonds and special services. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise to pay the sewer 
plant operation expense, special service expense and amortization of sewer bends, all pertaining to 
the area formerly known aa the Village of Proctor. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Article 2 of Sub Chapter 4, 
Chapter 133 of Title 32 VSA, for the collection of taxes by the Town Treasurer. 

13. To see when the taxes voted and State ta.xes assessed shall be payable. 

14. To see if the Town School Distiict will vote specific amounts of the budget for support 
of the schools, and direct the selectmen to set the tax rate to raise these specific amounts after the 
grand fist has been completed, as provided for in Section 3222 of Title 16 V.S.A. 

15. To see if the Town School District will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise 
for the support of the schools and if so, how much, the time of payment to be the same as Town 
taxes, by its Treasurer. 

16. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to Town officers. 

17. To see if the Town School District will vote any compensation to school directors. 

18. To see if the Town and the Town School District will vote to defray expenses of surety 
bonds where bonds are required by law. 

19. To see if the Tov,'n will vote to sell Town House 21-23 Elm Street at a price to be deter- 
mined by the Selectmen, and if so voted to appoint an agent to deed the same. 

20. To see if the Town will ooopeiate with five or more other towns to create a Be^onal 
Planning Commission as authorized by law, the Selectmen to appoint the Town's representatives 
on the commission, and if so, to appropriate money therefor. 

21. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 

At the close of business, the meeting so started shall be adjourned by the Moderator until 
Tuesday, the 7th of March, 1967, at 1:00 P.M. at the Town Hall in Town of Proctor, to vote 
on the following matters, to wit: 

1. To elect by ballot a Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, a Selectman, an Overseer of the 
Poor, a Lister, an Auditor, a First Constable, a Second Constable, Collector of Taxes, a First 
Grfmd Juror, a Second Grand Juror, a Town Agent, a Cemetery Commisgioner, one member of the 
School Board for a term of 3 years and two members for a term of one year. 

2. To vote by ballot on the following questions: 

(1) Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted in the Town? 
Shall spirituous liquors be sold in the Town? 

(2) ShaU the Tovro School District spend up to .$7,400.00 for construction of: 

(a) School nurse's room at both the elementary school and high school, and 

(b) Installation of acoustical treatment and fluorescmit lighting m the Industrial 
Ai'ts Shop, thus quahfyhig the School District to receive state building aid 
estimate at $2000.00, and to authorize a special tax of 8 cents on the grand fiat 
to raise the balance of S5,400.00 necessary for the projects? 

(3) Shall the Town School District spend up to $20,000.00 for school ground and site 
improvement projects, thus quahfying the School District to receive aid for eligible 
portions ol this total project estimated to be S3000.00; said project tO be financed 
over a period of 2 years, with a special tax of 12 cents on the grand list, or approxi- 
mately !S7,740.00 for the first year?
